two full sets of buyers. This means that 
a farmer can bring in his tobacco to any of 
the twelve warehouses in Asheville and get 
a prompt sale without 
having to wait. 

Last season the aver- 
age price on the Ashe- 
per hundred pounds, 
ville market was $54.11 
which was higher than 
the average of any other 
market in Eastern Ten- 
nessee or Western North 
Carolina. Since it started 
in 1930 the Asheville 
market has always been 
right up at the top in 
prices paid for tobacco.

designated by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration to handle the government price sup- 
port program on the Asheville, Boone and 
West Jefferson markets. If your tobacco fails 
to bring the minimum price set for each grade, 
the Farmers Federation, as agent for the CCC, 
will purchase it at the support price. 

This tobacco is then dried and stored and 
later on it is sold. With the market conditions 
prevailing in the past few years, the Federa- 
tion has been able to sell the Commodity 
Credit Tobacco at good prices and to return 
thousands of additional dollars to the growers 
of this area. Joseph Higdon is in charge of 
this program for the Farmers Federation.

Support Price Slightly Lower 

The support price for the 1954 
crop of burley is 46.4 compared 
with 46.6 in 1953, This support 
price for the 1954 crop was the 
minimum level of price support 
which was announced last April, 
and since the October Ist parity 
was lower, the minimum level be- 
came the actual support level for 
the 1954 crop. In 1953, 17.9 per- 
cent of the total crop was placed 
under Government loan. 


In June of this year, an amend- 
ment to the law changed the pen- 
alty rate on the marketing of to- 
bacco in excess of a farm market- 
ing quota from forty to fifty per- 
cent of the average market price 
for the preceding season. This in- 
creased penalty will be applied in 
the marketing of the 1954 crop of 
burley tobacco. 

Thus, the 1954 burley tobacco 
marketing prospects look very fav- 
orable. However, there may be 
slight drops on some grade prices. 
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(Editor's Note: Well known to 
tobacco growers all over W.N.C., 
Jeter P. Ramsey is now serving his 
3rd year as Sales Supervisor on 
the Ashevil'e Market.) 


The Farmers of Western North 
Carolina have a market in Ashe- 
ville for the sale of their tobacco 
that topped every other market in 
this area, including all Eastern 
Tennessee Markets, last year.

The guaranteed floor prices on 
the 1954 Burley Tobacco crop will 
be slightly less than last year’s 
prices according to a schedule just 
released. 

Western North Carolina farmers 
are again urged to use special care 
in readying their crop for the mar- 
ket so that they will receive highest 
possible prices for their Burley 
Tobacco. 

Good news for many tobacco 
growers is that the Farmers Fed- 
eration during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1954, sold all of the 
1951 crop of commodity tobacco

Why do two sets of buyers 
make such a difference, one might 
ask? 

There are many advantages to 
this system which has been in ef- 
fect on the Knoxville and Green- 
ville, Tennessee markets for 20 
years. 

Firstly, by having two sets of 
buyers the farmer is assured of a 


quicker sale of his tobacco. While 
one set of buyers works in one 
warehouse, another set may be 
working in another warehouse 


some distance away. Also, under 


double its selling time and thus 
permit more North Carolina tobac- 
co to be sold in Asheville. Last 
year over eight million pounds of 
North Carolina tobacco were sold 


out of the state, causing an aver- — 


age estimated loss of almost $20 
a thousand pounds (based on the 
average price differential between 
Asheville and out-of-state mark- 
ets). The Asheville market brought 
farmers $40 a ton more than one 
Eastern Tennessee market during 
the 1953 season. 

In addition to two sets of buyers 
there are other advantages to sell- 
ing tobacco in Asheville. One of

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SOCIAL SECURITY FOR 
FARM FAMILIES 


Although most farm families may 
now know that a recent law ex- 
tends social security protection to 
millions of persons who earn a 
living in agricultural work, social 
security offices everywhere are re- 
porting that misunderstanding of 
the new provisions is widespread. 

Glenn H. Pittenger, manager of 
the Asheville district office of the 
Social Security Administration, 
presents below the answers to typ- 
ical questions which farm families 
in this area have been asking. From 
all reports, these are the questions 
most frequently asked by farmers 
everywhere in the nation. 

If more detailed information is 
needed, Mr. Pittenger has sug- 
gested a contact with the nearest 
social security office, the address 
of which may be obtained from lo- 
cal post offices or county agricul- 
tural agents. 

Question: When do I, as a self- 
employed farmer, begin to pay so- 
cial security taxes: 

Answer: Early in 1956 (not later 
than April 15), you will make a 
social security report of your 1955 
earnings and pay the tax on them. 
This report is a part of the income 
tax return and is filed with the 
Internal Revenue Service. Re- 
member you do not report or pay 
a social security tax on your 1954 
earnings. 

Question: I am a self-employed 
farmer. Will I be required to pay 
a social security tax on my earn- 
ings, or is it voluntary? 

Answer: Generally speaking, you 
must pay the tax if your net earn- 
ings are $400.00 or more in a year. 

Question: If I have a bad year 


and make less than $400.00, or suf- 
fer a lost, what happens to my so- 
cial security? 

Answer: Provisions were made to 
take care of this possibility. You 
may pay your social security tax in 
a bad year if your gross income 
is $800.00 or more. It works like 
this: 

If your gross income is $1,800.00 
or less and you report on a cash 
basis, you may, if you wish, report 
half of your gross income; or, if 
you prefer, you may report your 
actual net earnings if they total 
$400.00 or more. 

If your gross income is over 
$1,800.00, you must figure your 
actual net earnings. If these earn- 
ings are less than $900.00, you 
may report the actual earnings or 
$900.00. If your net is over $900.00, 
you must report actual net. 

Question: What will the new tax 
cost me? 

Answer: The tax will be 3% of 
the amount you report. It could 
cost you as little as $12.00 a year 
(3% of $400.00), or as much as 
$126.00 a year (3% of $4,200.00, 
the maximum taxable amount). 

Question: How many years do I 
have to pay in to receive benefits? 

Answer: That depends on your 
age. If you are now 63 years of 
age or older, you may qualify with 
as little as two years of self-em- 
ployment. If you are now under 
47, you will need 10 years to qual- 
ify for retirement benefits. It is 
on a sliding scale for those in be- 
tween. It is based on the idea that 
the older you are, the less likely 
you will be able to work for a long 
time.

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Ques‘'on: Does that mean that a 
young armer’s family is not pro- 
tected ntil he has been a contrib- 
utor fcr ten years? 

Ansver: No, family protection 
begins as early as 1956 if there is 
income subject to the social secur- 
ity tax in 1955 and 1956. 

Question: I am 66 years old and 
a self-employed farmer. My ben- 
efits would not amount to much, 
would they? 

Answer: If you have taxable in- 
come in 1955 and 1956, you will be 
able to qualify for a monthly ben- 
efit ranging from a minimum of 
$30.00 to a maximum of $108.50. 
The actual amount would depend 
on your average earnings for the 
two years. Your wife, when 65, 
may qualify for an additional 
amount equal to one-half of your 
benefit. 

Question: What records am I go- 
ing to have to keep? 

Answer: It shouldn't be too hard, 
even if you are not accustomed to 
keeping records. If your gross in- 
come is $1,800.00 or less, you will 
need to be able to establish the 
amount of your gross income. If 
you choose to report half of your 
gross income, your social security 
office would not ask for additional 
records of expenses; otherwise, you 
will need a record of expenses, 
too. 

If your gross income is over $1,- 
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800.00, you need complete records 
of income and expenses, the same 
as any businessman. 


Question: Has there been any 
change in the law affecting farm 
employees? 


Answer: Yes, the farm operator 
will be required to report any em- 
ployee who earns $100.00 or more 
in his employ in a year, beginning 
with 1955. It will no longer be 
necessary that the employee be a 
“regular” or “steady’’ employee. 


Question: Who reports for ten- 
ants and sharecroppers? 


Answer: Because of the wide va_ 
riety of possibilities, it is suggested 
that you get in touch with your 
nearest Internal Revenue Office or 
social security office and furnish 
the details of your arrangement. 


Question: I am now 60 years old. 
If I am a social security taxpayer 
until I am 65, can I draw monthly 
benefits then, regardless of how 
much property I own or money I 
have in the bank? 

Answer: The amount of property 
you own or money you have in the 
bank will not affect your right to 
benefits. However, to draw regu- 
lar benefits when you reach 65, 
you must retire or your earnings 
must not exceed $1,200.00 a year. 
If your earnings exceed $1,200.00 
a year you would ordinarily lose 


one month’s benefit for each $80.00, 
or part of $80.00, you earn in ex- 
cess of $1,200.00. 


Question: As a_ self-employed 
farmer, what action must I take 
now? 


Answer: You may apply for a 
social security number at your 
nearest social security office, or ask 
for an application form for a num- 
ber at your local post office. 


Starting in 1955 you will need 
to keep records of your gross in- 
come and, if it is over $1,800.00, 
of your expenses as well. 


And finally, you owe it to your 
family to make sure they will 
know to apply for benefits in the 
event of your death. Remember, 
social security is protection for the 
young farm family as well as the 
farm family in retirement!

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Garden /Votes

December, the first real winter 
month, brings the old year to a 
close and winds up our gardening 
activities for 1954. 

You may wonder what is left to 
be done this month, since the gar- 
den was supposed to be “put to bed 
for its winter nap” in November. 
However, there are always unfin- 
ished jobs as all busy gardeners 
know, and we need this lull in the 
growing season to sort of catch up 
on odds and ends. 

During the few pretty days when 
we can work outside, we will want 
to complete any of these unfin- 
ished tasks such as planting of 
bulbs and lilies, scattering the 
hardy annual seeds, mulching beds 
and borders, winter pruning and 
spraying. The latter is usually con- 
fined to dormant  oil-emulsion 
sprays for scale on such shrubs as 
lilacs, and lime-sulphur on Roses 
(and ground beneath) to help con- 
trol spring infestation of blackspot. 
Many diseases and insects that are 
hard to kill during the growing 
season without harming plants can

be controlled safely by dormant 
strength sprays used in December 
and January. 

Then, if you have any peren- 
nials or other plants wintering 
over in the cold frame, you will 
need to keep a close eye on them, 
opening the frame whenever wea- 
ther is favorable, and watering 
when they become dry. Plants are 
often scalded when the cold frame 
is left tightly closed on a bright, 
sunny day. 

Don’t forget to look after our 
feathered friends during these win- 
ter months, by providing water and 
plenty of food for them. The bird- 
bath and feeding station, if placed 
where they can be viewed from a 
window, will be focal points of in- 
terest all winter, lending color and 
activity to the drab winter scene. 

As we come indoors, there will 
be much to hold our interest and 
keep us busy this month. There 
are the house-plants, which were 
discussed last month, that we will 
want to groom for the holiday sea-

A little known but very impor- 
tant practice in the management of 
wildlife is the creation of forest 
edge. As most small game hunters 
know, the edge of an old field is 
an excellent place to find rabbits, 
quail and grouse. 
Most small game 
species like to 
feed on the plants 
that grow in sun- 
light and yet do 
not want to get 
too far from the 
woods and brush 
which is their es- 
- cape cover. For 
“NJ this reason a 

small opening is 

more valuable 
Edwards than a large one. 
The smaller birds and animals will 
usually venture only a few feet 
into the open and much of the large 
open areas of several acres are not 
utilized. 

The usual rule followed is to 
make the opening large enough for 
the sunlight to reach the forest 
floor where it changes the plant 
succession. 

Probably more important than 
the natural preference these species 
have is the fact that young grouse, 
turkey, and quail feed principally 
on insects when very young and 
must have a plentiful supply, 
readily available, to survive. As 





grasshoppers, ants, etc. normally 
occur in open areas, you will find 
broods of these birds in the same 
place. In heavy woodland, grouse 
frequent the roads, sawmill sets, 
etc. An old house place is one of 
the best places to find small game. 
These clearings are so necessary 
that heavy, unbroken forest pro- 
duces very few grouse. The acres 
and acres of dense rhododendron 
and laurel found in western North 
Carolina are normally nearly void 
of grouse except around the edges. 
In order to get more use from 
these areas the Wildlife Commis- 
sion has a program in which many 
miles of lanes, 20 feet to 50 feet 
wide are cut through the denser 
thickets. These are graded around 
the ridges and provide hunter ac- 
cess as well as wildlife clearings. 
The landowner interested in im- 
proving his holdings for forest 
game will do well to provide suf- 
ficient forest edge. These clear- 
ings can be further improved by 
planting grass and clover and var- 
ious fruit and nut producing trees. 
Apple, persimmon, chinquapin, red 
haw, mulberry, holly, and a host of 
others are valuable for the wild- 
life food they produce. Wild 
strawberries often come up volun- 
tarily in these clearings and attract 
many species. 
Maintenance of the clearings is 
not difficult. The sprouts and

large weeds should be cut back 
about every three years. Un- 
wanted species such as rhododen- 
dron and laurel should be pois- 
oned with ammate or other similar 
chemicals to kill the stump. The 
leaving or introduction of a few 
scattered hemlocks or pines may 
help, especially in the larger clear- 
ings. The maintenance of old house 
places, sawmill sets, log landings, 
etc. is the cheapest and simplest 
way to provide openings. Aban- 
doned logging roads may be trim- 
med out and widened to create a 
considerable amount of edge.

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Yancey Soil Conservation News 
By Lewis W. Dameron 
Soil Conservationist 


With the harvest season fairly 
well over, now is an excellent time 
to make plans for the farm opera- 
tions for the coming year. Well 
prepared plans include an evalua- 
tion of the work of the past year. 

“Why did one field do better than 
the other, when both were seeded 
to the same crop? Why did one 
field erode more than the other 
when both had the same slope? 
How could soil erosion be pre- 
vented in certain fields? Which 
fields need to be drained and how 
should they be drained? Which 
fields should be limed and how 
much lime do they need? Should 
the crop rotation systems be 
changed? Which fields are best 
suited for hay and pasture, which 
for row crops?” 

These are several of the ques- 
tions farmers are asking them- 
selves each year. How can they 
find the answers? Their county 
Soil Conservation Service repre- 
sentative may assist them in an- 
swering many of these problems. 

Many Services Available 

He can have a soil map made of 
the farm to determine the different 
soil types and classes of land. He 
can provide technical assistance in 
laying out contour strips, drain- 
age lines, farm ponds, and other 
structural practices. He will be 
glad to show farmers how to take 
soil samples so that the samples 
will reflect the needs of the land 
in relation to the crops to be grown. 

The soil conservationist will pro- 
vide for the farmer a soil conserva- 
tion plan written in clear language, 
explaining how to rotate his crops 
for better yields and less erosion. 
This plan will also show how and 
when to prepare land for hay and 
pasture seedings The plan will 
contain only what the farmer plans 
to do after he and the soil conser- 
vationist have been over the farm 
together and discussed the farm- 
ing problems. 

The soil conservation plan is a 
guide to future farming operations 
for increased yields and the con- 
trol of soil erosion. 

These services are provided to 
farmers in Yancey County through 
the Yancey County Soil Conserva- 
tion District

It is time to begin to think about 
our holiday roasting. You may 
have engaged your Christmas tur- 
key already; but if you have not, 
you may wonder how to judge the 
size of bird so 
you will not be 
eating turkey 
leftovers for 
many meals af- 
terwards. Buy 
one-half pound 
ready to cook 
turkey per serv- 
ing. Of course, 
the number of 
servings depends 
on the quality of 
the turkey, cor- 
rect cooking, and the carving skill. 

If additional cleaning is neces- 
sary, remove pinfeathers by sing- 
ing or by using strawberry huller 
or catching them between thumb 
and paring knife. 

Wash bird well inside and out 
with cold water. Wipe the bird 
dry. Refrigerate until ready 
stuffing. 

Turkey should be stuffed just 
before roasting. Do Not stuff 
ahead of time. If the stuffing is 
prepared in advance, it must be 
refrigerator. Allow one cup of 
stuffing per pound ready to cook 
weight to fill cavity and neck. 
Don’t pack the stuffing tightly. If

for 
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you do, it will be soggy and the 
bird may burst when stuffing ex- 
pands during cooking. Turkeys 
may be roasted without stuffing, 
but should be trussed. 


Correct roasting is slow cooking 
by dry heat on a rack in an oven 
pan. It requires no water, no 
basting, no cover and no searing. 
Low temperatures assure better 
flavor and appearance, less shrink- 
age, and less loss of juices. A shal- 
low open pan allows the heat to 
circulate around the bird, roasting 
it evenly. A rack at least % inch 
high raises the bird off the bottom 
of the pan, keeping it out of the 
juices. For best results, follow 
these simple steps. 


1. Rub cavity lightly with salt. 
2. Put enough stuffing in neck 


to fill it out nicely and fasten neck 
skin to back and skewer. 

3. Stuff cavity well, but do not 
pack tightly. 

4. Truss bird and grease skin 
thoroughly with melted and soft- 
ened fat. 

5. Place on rack in shallow pan, 
breast down, if a V rack is used. 

6. Cover top and sides of bird 
with fat-moistened cloth, prefer- 
ably clean white cheese cloth or 
aluminum foil. Basting is unnec- 
essary. 

7. Place in preheated oven set 
at proper temperature (325° F). 

8. Do not sear, cover, or add salt. 

9. Moisten cloth with fat from 
bottom of pan if cloth dries slight- 
ly during cooking. 

10. Cut trussing string between 
drumsticks and tail after about one 
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hour of roasting. 
11. Roast until tender at 325

To tell whether turkey is done, 
move the drumstick up and down 
If the leg joints give readily o1 
break, the turkey is done. Or, 
the fleshy part of the drumstick 
protecting fingers with cloth or pa- 
per. It is done if the meat feels 
soft. 

Plan your schedule so that the 
turkey is out of the oven 20 to 30 
minutes before it is to be served, 
if possible. This gives the meat a 
chance to absorb the juices.

The present trend on the part of 
dairymen in raising their own re- 
placement stock is a desirable one 
from many standpoints. It elim- 
inates the chance of bringing in di- 
sease from outside sources, and it 
upgrades herd 
heifers from and 
high-producing cows can be care- 
fully developed. 
maturity brings new problems to 
many dairymen who have in the 
past depended on outside sources 
for herd replacements. One of the 
principal problems of many farms 
is the need for pens 
which can be kept clean and in 
which calves can be controlled. 

Calf pens should be located in 
the farm parts of the barn and 
preferably near mature animals for 
the benefit of the heat they pro- 
vide. Pens should be free from 
drafts. Young calves can stand 
cold weather but they cannot thrive 
in drafty areas.

Every calf pen should be 
provided with a front panel with 
steel stanchions placed no 
than 18 inches apart. When calves 
are fed, they should be locked in 
stanchions and held there until 
their mouths are dry after feeding.

The Life-Giving Habit
